Concentration  of  aviation  ©ducotion  on  the  state  level 
was  the  major  recommendation  made  by  the  National  Avl- 
otlon  Education  Council  at  its  first  annual  convention  at 
Atlantic  City,  N.  I-,  last  week.  Stale  aviation  and  education 
commissions  were  urged  to  work  together  In  promoting  a 
program  of  aviallMt  education  at  all  school  levels.

RecommendaQons  of  CAA’s  Martin  2-0-2  modification 
board  calls  lor  some  $15,000  In  modification  work  on  each 
of  Northwest's  planes.  Details  of  the  report  will  not  be  avail- 
able until  early  next  week.  It  is  understood  that  some  of 
the  changes  will  extend  to  the  Marlin  2-0-2A’s  operated  by 
Trans  World  Airlines.  It  Is  still  unknown  if  the  adr^Uon  of 
the  report  will  affect  the  reported  octlon  of  the  NWA  pitots 
In  Issuing  on  ultimatum  to  the  effect  that  they  will  not  fly 
the  Marlins  alter  March  17. 


UNDERSECRETARY  TO  COORDINATE 
TRANSPORTATION  AGENCIES 
An  executive  order  issued  by  President  Truman  places 
new  responsibilities  on  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  in  the 
mobilization  oi  civil  aviation  for  war.  It  will  be  followed, 
probably  next  week,  with  the  appointment  of  CAB  Chairman 
Delos  W.  Renizel  to  the  poet  of  Undersecretary  of  Commerce, 
o lob  now  held  by  Mai.  Gen.  Philip  Fleming.  Rentzel  will  be 
responsible  for  carrying  out  the  new  duties  for  the  Secretory 
of  Commerce. 


THIS  HELPS— "BORDER  CLEARANCE 
A new  plan  for  handling  U.  S.  Customs  notification  on 
private  and  non-scheduled  olrcrait  flights  from  Canada  to 
U.  S-  Is  now  in  effect.  Customs  formerly  required  pilots 
give  noUiicotlon  one  hour  prior  to  amval  at  U.  S.  Airport  of 
entry  by  telephone  or  telegram.  The  new  plan  Intends  to 
reduce  time  and  expense.  A pilot  departing  from  Canada 
for  U.  S.  requests  that  the  U.  S.  Customs  and  immigrations 
be  notified  when  he  files  his  flight  plan  with  the  Department 
oi  Transport  in  Canada.  He  must  give  the  following  infor- 
mation: (a)  number  of  U.  S.  citizens  on  board,  (b)  number  of 
non-U.  S.  citizens  on  board,  (c)  a statemeni  to  the  effect  that 
he  wants  customs  advised  o!  his  flight.  This  Information 
la  trarumitted  by  teletype  to  the  CAA  INSAC  station  In  the 
U.  S.  where  it  is  In  turn  transmitted  to  the  CAA  station 
nearest  the  port  of  entry  at  which  Ihe  pilot  Intends  to  land. 
The  CAA  station  then  phones  Customs  and  Immigrations 
giving  them  the  Information. 


CAA  PUBLISHES  MANUAL  ON  INSPECTION  FOB 
PLANE  OWNERS 

A practical  guide  ior  Ihe  personal  aircraft  owner  in  in- 
specting his  plane  ior  better  maintenance  and  saier  Hying 
is  oifered  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  in  the 
form  of  the  "Personal  Aircraft  Inspection  Manual"  iusl  placed 
on  sale  at  Ihe  Government  Printing  Oliice,  Washington,  D.  C.. 
lor  55  cents. 

Designed  especially  for  use  by  student  mechanics, 
pilots  and  especially  for  personal  ofrcrafi  owners,  the  80- 
page.  illustrated  manual  concentrates  attention  on  the  In- 
spection process,  pointing  out  that  inspection  is  one  of  the 
three  maior  elements  ol  proper  maintenance  of  the  airplane.

Among  special  features  of  this  airplane 
is  the  speclol  crash  devise  over  Ihe  pilot's  cockpit  designed  to  carry  the  weight  of  the  airplane  In  the  event  the  airplane  is 
nosed  over.

MONTANA  CROP  SPRAYINfll^CHOOL 

The  3rd  Annual  Crop  Spraylngt  School,  iponsored  by 
ihe  Montana  Adronauticc  Commission  and  the  Montana 
Stole  College,  terminated  March  2nd  at  Ihe  completion  of 
a five  day  course.  The  State  Department  of  Entomolgy 
and  the  ^tension  Service  presented  an  excellent  course 
for  pilots  Interested  In  agricultural  flying.  The  school  was 
opened  with  a welcoming  address  by  President  Renne  of 
the  Slate  College  and  an  address  by  Mary  Condon,  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Inslructlon,  in  which  Ixjlh  of  the 
educators  advised  pilots  that  the  educational  people  of  Ihe 
stale  were  well  aware  of  the  economic  value  of  agriculfurol 
flying  and  at  which  lime  they  expressed  the  inlerest  of  the 
educational  agencies  of  Ihe  stale  In  supporting  crop  spray- 
ing development. 

Elghty-ihree  people  registered  for  the  course,  with  both 
the  Aeronautics  Commission  and  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Ad- 
mlnlsirallon  porlidpating  in  the  program.  Harold  K.  Phillips, 
Chief  of  the  Engineering  Section,  Regional  Office,  C.  A.  A. 
addressed  the  group  covering  the  Interpretation  of  Fart  8 
of  the  Civil  Air  Regulations  which  now  provides  for  un- 
limited engineering  standards  In  the  development  and  use 
of  crop  spraying  airplanes.  The  C.  A.  A.  has  gone  all-out 
to  remove  any  restrictions  from  *e  development  of  crop 
spraying  airplanes  and  equipment.  This  Is  an  encouraging 
gesture  in  view  of  ihe  jxist  experience  most  flight  operators 
have  had  in  obtaining  approval  for  alrcrail  for  spedolited 
work. 

During  the  lime  the  agricultural  school  was  being  con- 
ducted. the  Flight  Operators  held  their  quarterly  meeting 
of  the  Montana  Aviation  Trades  Association.  The  Flight 
Operators  drafted  recommendations  for  presenlaiion  to  the 
Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  relative  to  recommended 
regulations  pertaining  to  the  operation  of  agricultural  air- 
craft. These  recommendations  included  provisions  lor 
public  liability  and  property  damage  insurance  and  a re- 
quirement lor  reporting  each  job  to  the  Stale  College  on 
a standard  form. 

The  interest  shown  by  pilots  attending  the  school  was 
indicative  of  the  desire  on  the  port  of  flight  operators  to 
develop  Ihe  crop  spraying  Industry  in  Montana  on  a sound 
bosis  with  the  reallzalion  on  the  port  of  the  operators  that 
the  success  of  their  busne  • will  be  measured  by  their  in- 
tegrity. 


Am  FORCE  TRYING  NEW  SYSTEM  OF  AIRCRAFT 
FOSITICN  DETERMHiATiON 
A new  system  of  aircraft  position  delermlnalion  suit- 
able lor  use  in  automatic  landings  and  as  a navigational 
oid  has  been  delivered  to  Ihe  USAF'S  All  Weather  Flying 
Division  by  Hastings  Instnimenl  Company,  Inc..  Hampton, 
Virginia.  The  new  system,  known  as  Roydlsf,  is  capable  of 
accuracies  equal  lo  one  in  5.000  ports  or  about  one  foot  in 
one  mile. 

The  dials  on  which  aircrail  poeition  data  are  recorded 
turn  one  complete  revolu’ion  for  every  55  feet  of  aircraft 
movement.  Thus  each  of  the  100  units  on  the  dial  is 
equal  to  about  616  inches,  a close  tolerance  measurement 
not  possible  on  other  systems.  While  the  system  demon- 
strated Is  limited  lo  use  by  one  airplane  at  any  one  time. 
Hastings  engineers  said  that  use  of  a receiver  in  the  air- 
plane with  the  liansmilter  on  Ihe  ground  would  permit  the 
system  to  handle  almost  any  volume  of  aircraft  desired. 

PIPER  PRESENTS  PLANE  FOR  NFFA  SECRETARY'S  USE 
W.  T Piper,  president  of  Piper  Aircraft,  Lock  Haven, 
Pennsylvania,  has  presented  the  National  Flying  Farmers 
Association  with  a new  airplane  for  the  use  of  its  field 
secretory.  Del  Fuhriman,  Tremonlon,  Utah,  wos  elecled  to 
this  position  al  the  National  Agricultural  Conference  recently 
held  in  Memphis 


AGSKULTURAL  FLYING  GAINS 
The  Aviation  Statistics  Division  ot  Ihe  Civil  Aeronauttcs 
Administration  has  recently  published  a booklet  entitled 
"Aircraft  Use  In  1949",  in  which  J^iey  summarize  use  of 
criicraft  in  all  types  of  flymg  actlvHft*  In  the  United  States 
Industrial  flying,  particularly  crop  dusting  and  related 
agricultural  actlr^tles.  showed  ihe^rgest  proportionate  gain: 
total  hours  flown  Increased  approximately  64^!.  over  1948. 
Some  3.210  agricultural  aircr^t  flew  about  450,000  hours 
during  the  year.  The  aviation  Industry,  as  In  former  years, 
had  by  for  the  largest  concentration  of  oircroll  with  about 
40^  ol  the  total  fleet  held  by  aviation  employed  owners. 


MINI4ESOTA  GROUP  ENDORSES  CLOSE-IN 
LANDING  STRIP  PROGRAM 
The  Minnesota  Airport  Operators  Association  at  its 
convention  in  Minneapolis  lost  week  asked  the  State  Legis- 
lature lo  enact  a bill  providing  for  building  additional  state- 
owned  low  cost  landing  strtps  close  lo  smaller  communities 
throughout  the  state,  to  be  financed  by  a Ic  tax  increase 
on  aviation  gasoline. 


OFFICIAL  UGHTPLANE  ALTITUDE  RECORD  SET 
AT  30.203  FEET 

A new  official  world  altitude  record  of  30,203  feel  for 
Class  II  aircraft,  established  by  Miss  Caro  Bayley  at  Miami, 
January  4.  1951.  has  been  vertfled  by  the  Federation  Aero- 
nautlque  InlematJonaie.  Miss  Bayley  flew  a standard  1951 
two  place  Piper  Super  Cub  model  PA-18  with  an  unsuper- 
charged 125  hp  Lycoming  engine  lo  exceed  by  over  5,000 
feet  the  previous  record  of  24.^4  feet  set  lost  year  by  Miss 
Ana  Louisa  Branger  at  Washington,  D.  C. 

COMING  OR  GOING 

Recommendation  that  all  passenger  seats  In  cdrcrail 
carrying  more  than  six  passengers  face  backward  to  mini- 
mize injury  in  the  event  of  an  accident  will  be  proposed  as 
a world  standard  by  the  British  Air  Registration  Board  during 
the  meeting  af  the  Airworthiness  Division  of  lACO  in 
Monlreol  beginning  Morch  20. 


PILOT  TRAINING 

Although  two  bills  now  In  Congress  io  establish  a civ- 
ilian airman  trcnnlng  program  are  receiving  no  support  form 
the  military  services,  the  military  may  reverse  their  position 
as  they  did  in  1942  under  pressure  of  expanding  training 
needs.

Phoenix  residents  living  near  Sky  Harbor  Airport  who 
sued  the  city  for  damages  and  for  the  nuisance  they  claimed 
was  created  by  low-flying  planes  were  losers  in  a verdict 
handed  down  by  a Maricopa  County  Superior  Court  jury.
